1263 VFSOOF Interceptors 
released to public need new 
engines

An additional 1263 Honda VF500F Interceptors must have their 
engines replaced because their crankshafts may break, according to 
American Honda. 

Mailgrams sent to affected owners and a Product Update bulletin 
sent to dealers last week advised that owners not exceed 10,000 rpm 
before the engines are replaced under warranty. 

“There is a possibility that some 1984 VF500F Interceptors may 
develop a fatigue crack in the crankshaft if the engine is operated for 
extended periods above 10,000 rpm,” the notice to dealers said. 
“Crankshaft breakage could eventually occur which would result in 
abnormal engine noises and partial power loss.“ 

According to Honda, affected machines have frame numbers from 
001839 through 001876; 001879 through 002023; 002025 
through 002071; 002073 through 002157; 002159 through 
002358; 002360 through 002556; 002558 through 002779; and, 
in California only, 000255 through 000584. 

The notice to dealers said that American Honda will soon receive 
replacement engines for the affected machines. In the interim, deal- 
ers were asked to advise owners not to exceed 10,000 rpm. The 500 
Interceptor's normal redline is 12,000 rpm. 

The 1263 machines affected by the Product Update are in addition 
to 1700 VF500s which had new engines installed in the last few 
weeks. The first 1700 machines had a different lower end problem, 
according to Honda, and most of the machines were still in Honda 
warehouses. All 1700 had been repaired as of presstime. 

But the latest batch of machines had reached the public. The 
problem was caused by improper machining of a crankshaft journal 
with too tight a radius at the edge of the flywheel, causing stress 
accumulation and resultant crank breakage. 

At least one magazine test bike is suspected to have broken a 


crankshaft due to the problem. 


In the Intercontinental Final of the 
World Team Cup Speedway Cham- 
pionship, the American team earned 
a straight ticket to the August World 
Final in Poland by winning over 
three other teams. The Americans, 
led by the 11-point scores of Shawn 
Moran and Lance King, tallied 41 
points, while Denmark (23), England 
(18) and Sweden (13) trailed. Bobby 
Schwartz chipped in 10 points, and 
two other U.S. riders, Kelly Moran 
and John Cook, each had two wins in 
two rides. Sweden and Denmark both 
transfer, but to the Continental Final 
where they will face West Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. It was Kelly 
Moran's first WTC appearance this 
year; he was taking the place of the 
injured Dennis Sigalos. 


Honda-mounted Randy Mamola 
and Raymond Roche finished 1-2 
in the June 30 Dutch GP's 500cc 
race, while a third-place finish by 
Yamaha's Eddie Lawson and a DNF 
by Honda's Freddie Spencer took 
Lawson one step closer to winning 
the World Championship. Spencer, 





the defending World Champion, 
pitted on the third lap of the race in 
Assen, Holland, to have a spark 
plug lead put back on a plug and 
then pulled out of the race a few 
lapslater. Lawson, who would not 
speak to the press after the race, 
now leads Spencer by 27 points, 
99 to 72, with just four races to go 
in this year's championship series. 
Mamola and Roche dueled 
throughout the race and the feroc- 
ity of their battle made Lawson 
decide not to try to pass them. 
Mamola nipped Roche by less than 
three-tenths of a second atthe fin- 
ish line, with Lawson approximate- 
lyasecond behind Roche. The vic- 
tory moved Mamola to within three 
points of Spencer in the point 
standings. 


Carlos Lavado (Yam) won the Dutch 
250cc GP with Jacques Cornu (Yam) 
second. Californian Wayne Rainey 
(Yam) qualified fourth, but yet an- 
other poor start — 40 seconds behind 
the pack — relegated him to 12th at 
the finish. 











Three-wheeled 
Harley-Davidson

Harley-Davidson, Inc. has acquired Trihawk, 


Inc., which produces a specialty three- 
wheeled vehicle called a Trihawk. Under 
terms of the acquisition agreement, Harley- 


Davidson acquires the assets of 
the California company and 
will pay the former owner of 
Trihawk a royalty on vehicles 
sold. 

According to Harley-Davidson 
Chairman Vaughn Beals, the com- 
pany purchased Trihawk because “we 
see a definite market niche for it 
between current motorcycle and sports 
car offerings. In contrast to today’s 
touring-oriented sports cars, the Tri- 
hawk is lightweight and captures the 
open air feel of a motorcycle. Since it 
has three wheels and can support a 
great degree of comfort and protec- 
tion from the elements, we believe it 
will reach out to recreational vehicle 
enthusiasts who might not be inter- 
ested in a motorcycle.” 

Designed by businessman-enthu- 
siast Lou Richards, the limited-pro- 
duction Trihawk was built for excep- 
tional handling performance. Car 
and Driver magazine (January, 1984) 
named it he best ‘‘roadholding”’ ve- 
hicle among the 70 vehicles the pub- 
lication tested in 1983. 

The Trihawk features a 1,299cc 
four-cylinder air-cooled Citroen en- 
gine. The engine is mounted later- 
ally and drives the front wheels 
through a five-speed Citroen gear- 
box. The shell is fiberglass, over a 
tubular steel frame. 

Beals said motorcycle product sales, 
research and development will be 


unaffected by the Trihawk acquisi- 
tion. 

The Trihawk will continue to be 
produced at its California facility for 
the immediate future and distribu- 
tion will continue through existing 
automotive channels. Studies are be- 
ing developed to examine future pro- 
duction and distribution methods. 


Harley-Davidson, Inc. also is the 
parent company to Harley-Davidson 
Motor Co., Inc. and Harley-Davidson 
York, Inc., which produce Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles. 


Prior to the decision to acquire 
Trihawk, Harley-Davidson officials 
held talks with Charles Clayton, 
founder of Cycle News and inventor 
of the Hy-bird, a three-wheeled elec- 
tric/gasoline vehicle. Advised of Har- 
ley’s decision to buy Trihawk, Clay- 
ton said, “Let history record that the 
Harley-Davidson Company is the first 
motorcycle manufacturer to offer a 
modern three-track motorcycle for 
the road. They have a head start on 
winning a virgin American market. 
The three-track street stroke sports 
buggy is a low-slung, shaft-drive two- 
seater, powered by a Citroen engine 
that is like an air cooled Gold Wing. 
Itisinevitable, the way road bikes are 
growing, that a third wheel is needed. 
And side cars are not the only solu- 
tion. I hope we will be seeing wheel 
to wheel three-track roadster racing 
this year." 





Honda's Danny “‘Magoo”’ Chandler 
was spectating at the July 1 Na- 
tional MX at Red Bud Track ‘n’ 
Trail in Buchanan, Michigan. Plans 
are for Chandler to spend a few 
days practice riding at Red Bud to 
get back into shape, then he will 
ride the 500cc Support class at 
Unadilla. Chandler sustained a 
cracked collarbone at the Atlanta 
National. 


Yamaha's Rick Johnson and Broc 
Glover had front disc brakes installed 
on their basically-production Yamaha 
MXers at Red Bud, while Keith Bow- 
en's machine retained the stock drum 
brake. 


Tom White of the White Bros., 
received a ticket for doing 70 mph 
on his way to compete in the 





Mammoth Motocross. White said 
the speedometer on his new 
FJ1100 indicated 135 mph at 
times during the trip. He finished 
seventh in the Vet division at the 
MX. 


Jim Vreeke won the sixth round of 
the ARRA/Willow Springs Superbike 
Series, his fifth win in a row. 


Northern California tuner Jan 
Houtermans will be taking three 
American riders to the final three 
rounds of the 500cc World Moto- 
cross Championship. Phil Larson, 
Eric Eaton and Eric McKenna are 
the riders; they'll also contest some 
International MX events. The trip 
is being sponsored by Motocross 
Marketing. Cx s pie 








In a June 8 decision, the California 
New Motor Vehicle Board ruled fora 
group of Yamaha dealers in their 
action against Yamaha. The matter 
was over Riva motor scooters; Yamaha 
arguing that they were a separate 
“line make" and therefore not covered 
by existing franchise agreements. 
MMVD Administrative Law Judge 
Merilyn Wong disagreed, saying 
“The Riva is deemed to be a ‘motor- 
cycle’ within the terms of the franchise 
..under the terms of the Yamaha 
dealer agreement, the protestants are 
entitled to be Yamaha Riva dealers.” 


"A complete disaster'' ishow OHV 
enthusiasts classified the 1.8 mil- 
lion acre California wilderness 
“compromise” reached between 
Senators Alan Cranston and Pete 
Wilson. Despite the presence of 
regularly used and maintained 
trails, three wilderness areas in the 
Sequoia National Forest — South 
Sierra, Domelands and Monache 
— are included in the bill, as are 
81,000 acres in the Sierra National 
Forest. Only two popular areas — 
Fish Canyon and Scodies — are 
exempted, along with seven dirt 
roads in northern California. Polit- 
ical activists we talked to felt that 
the wilderness bill should pass the 
Senate with ease; our best bet at 
stopping it will be to put a lot of 
pressure on the House of Repre- 
sentatives, especially California re- 
presentatives. Local telephone di- 
rectories carry district office ad- 
dresses of congressional members, 
or they can be written to at Wash- 
ington, DC 20510.

Brian Myerscough has signed a con- 
tract with Kawasaki to race in South 
Africa for the remainder of the year. 
Myerscough's main competition will 
be American riders Suzuki's Jim Tar- 
antino, Honda's Larry Wosick and 
long-time S. Africa resident, Yamaha's 
Rex Staten. 


IN MEMORIAM: Katie Kick, 58, 
co-founder of the Virginia City 
Motorcycle Marathon, passed 
away Sunday, June 17, in her 
home.

B.S.

The U.S. Congress has a wil- 
derness problem. Or perhaps 
more accurately, we, the trail- 
riding public, have a wilderness 
problem because of Congress. The 


problem right now is stopping, or at 
least slowing, a flood of wilderness 
bills roaring through the halls of 
Congress. 

After three years of near inaction 
on legislation adding federal lands to 
the 70-million-acre National Wilder- 
ness Preservation System — inaction 
stemming from the Reagan adminis- 
tration's attitude toward wilderness 
and from a congressional standoff 
over the wording of wilderness bills 
— a compromise among key members 
of the House and Senate recently 
broke loose a wilderness logjam. 


The first piece of flotsam came 
through on May 21, when President 
Reagan signeda bill creating a 16,500- 
acre wilderness in Missouri's Mark 
Twain National Forest. Two weeks 
later, Congress sent him five addi- 
tional bills dealing with 1.1 million 
acres of national forest lands in Ore- 
gon, Wisconsin, Vermont, North 
Carolina and New Hampshire. After 
the compromise, legislators also took 
action on wilderness bills for Wash- 
ington, Texas, Tennessee, Arizona, 
Pennsylvania and Virgina. 


The preservation of wild lands is 
not a bad thing. But the wilderness- 
designation process in recent years 
has been skewed from the original 
intent of the Wilderness Act of 1964. 
Under that law, federal lands desig- 
nated as wilderness are supposed to 
be roadless and untouched by man. 
Trouble is, lawmakers 一 under a 
constant barrage from the powerful 
environmental organizations — have 
included lands containing such nat- 
ural features as former oil fields, 
buildings, roads and, yes, motorcycle 
trails. 


Motor vehicles are prohibited in 
wilderness areas, and motorcyclists 
in California, Washington, Idaho and 
other states face the loss of trail- 
riding areas included in pending 
wilderness bills. Remember, we're 
not talking about losing areas which 
may someday be considered for trails; 
these bills would close trails in use 
now. Trails paid for through riders' 
federal income tax, state gasoline tax 
and OR V registration fees. 





The threat to California off-roaders 
is the best example of today’s misdi- 
rection of wilderness legislation. 
Pending in the Senate are three bills 
— one sponsored by the late Rep. 
Philip Burton of California and two 
offered by the state’s senators, Alan 
Cranston and Pete Wilson. 

The Burton and Cranston bills are 
similar, each designating more than 
two million acres of national forest 
lands as wilderness. One survey, how- 
ever, found at least 414 miles of Forest 
Service-constructed roads and motor- 
cycle trails within the boundaries of 
these two bills. Wilson’s bill was the 





last in, and he made a show of taking 
recommendations from ORV groups 
and others on how much land his 
proposal should include. His ‘‘com- 
promise" measure is 1.7 millionacres, 
and would close some existing trails 
as well. 

To contrast the acreage in the Cali- 
fornia bills, consider that the Forest 
Service, which manages the lands 
under consideration, recommends 
only about 1.2 million acres for wil- 
derness. Thanks to the lobbying and 
public relations efforts of preserva- 
tionists, Congress has virtually ig- 
nored the recommendations of prob- 
ably the least political of all federal 
agencies. 

'The American Motorcyclist Asso- 
ciation has offered testimony on the 
California legislation, as well as the 
bills for Washington and Idaho. But 
in this debate motorcyclists tend to 
get lumped in with other “‘‘exploiters”’ 
like loggers and miners. Collectively, 
our concerns and comments have 
been discounted. 

Instead, the debate has two partic- 
ipants: members of congress and 
preservationists. The latter have 
mounted an all-out effort to make 
1984 the biggest year ever for wilder- 
ness. Even some Congressmen who 
have a stake in the outcome get left 
out of the decision making. 

Opposing a bill which would des- 
ignate a large portion of his district 
as wilderness, Rep. Robert Smith (R- 
Oregon) commented recently, “This 
compromise (over the Oregon bill) is 
being settled between the environ- 
mentalists 一 the environmentalists 
here and the environmentalists there. 
I have not been a part of the compro- 
mise, nor has anybody who is opposed 
to the bill, in the beginning or even

now. 


The wilderness concept is gener- 
ally supported by the public (until 
one’s job or favorite activity is threat- 
ened), and this being an election year, 
politicians with qualms about wil- 
derness misappropriation aren’t likely 
to try to halt the legislative flood 
single-handedly. Nor is a president 
who wants to boost his environmen- 
tal image before November likely to 
veto wilderness legislation, as he did 
last year with a Florida bill. All of 
this puts dirt riders in a tough posi- 
tion. If congressional leaders and the 
president aren’t going to question 
dubious wilderness choices, and if 
motorcycling’s best lobby is ignored 
in the proceedings, what are we to 
do? 

. First, you've got to inform yourself 
of any legislation proposed for na- 
tional forests in your state, and wheth- 
erit will havean effect on trail riding. 
'The AMA (at P.O. Box 141, Wester- 
ville, OH 43081) or the local National 
Forest supervisor can help fill you in 
on that. The AMA can also tell you 
how to find the status of pending 
wilderness bills and organize local 
opposition if riding is threatened. 

You've also got to let your elected 
officials know your opinion. Get out 
your stationary and tell your U.S. 
representative and senators that you 
as a taxpayer and a legitimate user of 
public lands oppose the loss of riding 
opportunities. You should also tell 
thesame thing to the chairmen of com- 
mittees considering wilderness legis- 
lation you oppose. It’s an election 
year, and these people just might 
hold your opinion in higher regard 
than usual. If you don't like their 
answers, write again; after all, they're 
your public servants. 

Congress is considering about three 
dozen wilderness bills for two dozen 
states. The wilderness flood is mov- 
ing quickly and has not yet crested. If 
you don't act today, the flood just 
may sweep away some of your favor-

_ After observing and participating 
in the May 20th Pro-Am event at 


Sears Point, I feel obligated as the | 


liason for the John Woo Memorial 
Safety Project to inform you of both 
comments and observations directed 
to us concerning preparation of the 
track surface and impact areas during 
the weekend. 

While most impact areas were well 
protected by haybales, and most runoff 
areas free of obstructions, tires and 
haybales protecting the walls in turns 
six and 10 are insufficient to protect 
riders traveling at the rate of speed 
found in these corners. We strongly 
recommended Hexcel for these areas. 

The track surface generated the 
majority of complaints from riders. 
Complaints about the horrible con- 
dition of the surface came from all 
the ranks, including such people as 
Fred Merkel, and Ken Roberts, who 
was up to watch Chuck Aksland race. 
Chuck crashed in turn six, as did I, 
the result of a slick spot where the 
pavement was torn away, followed by 
a pavement change. Both Chuck and 
I fell in virtually the same spot. 

The following are the areas which 

we feel should be repaved, or at the 
very least repaired, prior to the Na- 
tional. They are as follows: 
— Turn eight: The patching put 
down in this corner constitutes an 
even worse problem than did the 
original pavement. It is unduly rough, 
and presents a great hazard consider- 
ing the speed and lack of runoff in the 
corner in question. 





— Turn four: A large depression/pot- 
hole directly on the racing line con- 
stitutes a hazard for both crashing, 
and knee injury for people who drag 
their knees. 
— Start/finish area: While by far the 
fastest part of the track, it has the 
worst surface of any course in the 
state. Long rips, bumps, holes, and 
seams in the pavement must be crossed 
in excess of 120 mph. These same 
bumps were responsible for the death 
of Brad Horrel two years ago, and 
caused injury to Miles Baldwin prior 
«to last year's National, and should be 
considered TOP PRIORITY. 
— Turn six: Numerous tears, bumps, 
potholes, and pavement changes con- 
stitute a great hazard considering the 
speed and lack of runoff at the bot- 
tom of the corner. 

Other corners which need atten- 
tion include turn three-A (Patching 
and potholes create an unduly bumpy 
and trecherous corner); turn eight-A 
(Tearing pavement is a traction prob- 
lem in the corner, especially consid- 
ering the speeds involved. Not as bad 
as turn eight, however); turn five 
(Patching 1s extremely bumpy); turn 
seven (Patching that was done here is 
of poor quality and provides less trac- 
tion than did the original torn pave- 
ment). 

Track surface is currently accepta- 
ble in corners two, three, nine, 10 and 
11.

On Sunday, June 10, my wife, 
daughter, son-in-law, and grand- 
daughter came to pit for me at the 
Desert Vipers Euro Scrambles. Gary, 
my son-in-law, brought his ATCand 
on his way back to the camping area 
after my race, he was nearly killed. 

The road in front of the camping 
area was posted 15 mph; however, 
Gary saw two bikes coming at him at 
top speed. He pulled far right and 
slowed down. However, just before 
the bikes got to him, one tried toputa 
pass on the other. Gary had two 
instant decisions — have a head-on 
collision, or pull a hard right. Fortu- 
nately, his reflexes are quite good and 
his hard right probably saved two 
lives. In any case, the ATC hit the 
side of the road and flipped over. 

You don’t have to be going fast to 
have a major accident — in this case, 
a broken shoulder, broken pelvis, 
and torn ligaments/tendons. That 
bastard Pit Racer is walking around 
not knowing or possibly not caring, 
of the damage he caused. 

Joe Bilotta, D-37 president, told me 
that they are going to put an end to 
this problem and should have some 
guide lines by the time you read this. 
The bottom line, however,.is that it is 
up to us. The clubs must post warn- 
ings and police the area as best they 
can; we all must report unsafe pit 
riding. 

Pit Racers be warned 一 7 will turn 
you in. I will not have another Gary 
on my conscience. D-37 families 一 
with your help, Meagan, my grand- 
daughter, will again be allowed to 
come to the desert to watch Grandpa 
do his thing.

Parker rolls in 
Lima Half Mile

LIMA, OH, JUNE 30 


It was factory feast time at Allen County 
Fairgrounds as Harley-Davidson's Scott 
Parker and Randy Goss made an orange and 
black sandwich, in first and third, with the 


red, white and blue of Honda's 
Ricky Graham for the filling. 
Parker notched his second Na- 
tional win of the year as dirt 
track racing, National-style, returned 


to the Buckeye State for the first time 
since 1980. Ted Boody and Bubba 
Shobert rounded out the top five. 


Although Parker was fast qualifier 
and held the pole position for the 
National via winning the fastest heat, 
he wasn't the odds-on favorite to win. 
Not when the field for the National 
contained 11 former half mile 
National winners — including Parker 
— with a total of 35 victories among 
them. However, Parker, on a track 
which favored his high line cushion 
riding style, didn't disappoint his 
fans. 

Graham padded his championship 
leading point total by seven to now 
holda 19-point advantage over defend- 
ing champ Goss, 121 to 102, as the 
series heads into the July 7 short track 
National in St. Louis and the payoff 
of the Camel Pro Series first half 
point fund of $35,000 to the top 10 in 
the point standings. Parker, at 98 
points, is pressuring Goss. 

Absent from the racing again was 
three-time Grand National Champion 
Jay Springsteen. “He’s taking things 
on a race to race basis," said Harley's 
Clyde Denzer. “Jay wanted to race, 
but he had another attack of sickness 
on Wednesday while at home and 





decided against making the trip." 

A post entry of 20 Experts and 43 
Juniors swelled the ranks to 76 and 
68, respectively, and stretched the 
preliminaries — through time trials 
— a half hour past theoriginally sched- 
uled start of heat races. Once the rac- 
ing was underway, snappy work by 
the crew of referee Bob Anthony kept 
things running smoothly and at a 
quick pace. Despite the large field, 
the track, groomed by Bud's Race 
Track Service, held up fairly well. 
“We were finally able to give the fans 
the type of show they deserve on a 
half mile," said Goss. Although the 
grandstands were packed to overflow- 
ing and spectators ringed the track, 
the fairgrounds facility was lacking 
in additional seating which might 
have accommodated more spectators. 
No crowd count was available, but 
estimates by knowledgeable observers 
placed theenthusiastic crowdat nearly 
6,000. 

Time Trials 

Parker blitzed qualifying with a 
24.991-second lap of the half mile. 
His time was a full half second quicker 
than anyone else. He was the first 
rider on the clocks. Gary Scott timed 
at 25.537 with Shobert, Graham and 
Boody following. The cutoff spot at 
27.163. belonged to Rod Farris the 
48th qualifier. 

Heats 
Parker wasted little time in assert- 
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Parker’s Harley-Davidson teammate, third-placer Randy Goss, applied 
the champagne in the winner's circle. 





ing himself on the start of the first 
heat. Only the three top finishers in 
the four heats would transfer directly 
to the National and, as Parker put it, 
“I wanted to leave the fight to some- 
one else.” Parker, riding high on the 
cushion, was long gone by the time 
Boody and Scott Pearson sorted out 
their differences for second. Boody 
held the upper hand. The heat was 
the fastest of the night. 

Goss led the second heat off turn 
two on the start after a ride around 
traffic on the high line. Gary Scott 
hung on Goss' rear tire with Jimmy 
Filice and Terry Poovey arguing over 
third just ahead of Chris Evans. Goss 
drew away from Scott in the middle 
laps of the 10-lap race while Poovey 
and Filice traded spots. Scott then 
began to inch closer, but ran out of 
laps. Poovey secured command of 
third over Filice and Evans. 

Shobert, in the third heat, went on 
the two-minute clock after taking a 
lap to check out the freshly groomed 
track. “I had a Carlisle on the front 
and 1 felt a Pirelli would work better 
on the track as it was,” said Honda's 
Shobert. Dennis Jones, Shobert's 
tuner, showed Olympic fleetness in 
getting the tire from the pits and 
making the change. Steve Morehead 
led the first lap in heat three, but 
from there on it was the Shobert 
Show. Morehead and Tom Maitland 
duked it out for the remaining nine 
laps in a confrontation over second. 
Morehead held the upper hand until 
the beginning of lap eight when Mait- 
land took control. Morehead's chal- 
lenge on the final lap ended when he 
slipped high between turns three/four 
and Maitland drew away. 

'The final heat saw Graham lead 
start-to-finish, riding the cushion with 
style. Tim Mertens drew away from 
an early battle for second only to have 
it catch up with him in the closing 
laps as Jon Cornwell sliced through 
traffic to challenge and, on the final 
lap, take second away from Mertens. 
Garth Brow and Hank Scott also had 
a down-to-the-wire fight over fourth 
allover the track with Brow on top by 
less than three feet at the flag. 





Semis 

Filice held the upper hand on 
Evans in the first semi, but Evans 
turned the tables three laps into the 
race to take the lead. Filice set about 
hounding Evans all over the track 
until Evans pulled away and, just as 
quickly Filice caught back up. The 
two were nearly side-by-side on the 
final lap in turns three/four, but 
Evans got the driveand Filice pounded 
his gas tank in frustration when he 
came up a few lengths short of the 
only transfer spot out of the semi. 

Garth Brow passed the lead to 
Hank Scott on lap three of semi two 
with Johnny Cooper then coming up 
to make it a three-way fight for the 
point. By halfway, it was a four-rider 
duel with Doug Chandler joining the 
fray. Scott and Cooper then pulled 
away and it came down to a handlebar- 
to-handlebar battle on the final lap 
that went in Scott's favor by four bike- 
lengths. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Only one position remained to be 
filled in the 15-rider National and 
that would go to the winner of the 
Last Chance Qualifier. Filice got a 
strong start, turned it into a stronger 
lead and was never really challenged 
on his way to the win. 


Junior National 

The anticipated battle in the Ju- 
nior National between series leader 
Chris Carr and Don Estep never 
materialized after Estep, while bat- 
tling with Carr for the lead in their 
heat, had the chain adjuster and then 
the chain break on his borrowed 
XR750. He was out for the night. 

David Miller and Roger Thompson 
took over in Estep's absence in the 
12-lap National and put plenty of 
pressure on Carr. On the start, it was 
Carr, Thompson and Miller for the 
first four laps, then Miller dropped 
Thompson to third and moved to 
Carr's rear tire at the halfway flags. 
Carr, on the Wood-Rotax 500cc four- 
stroke single, held: off Miller's Mark 
& Karen Heineman-sponsored Harley- 
Davidson, XR750 with restrictors for

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two laps until Miller moved around 
and led him to the finish. The two 
still put on a show with Carr diving 
deeper into the turns to makè up the 
ground lost to Miller on the straights. 

“T gota bit nervous a few times and 
almost made some mistakes with all 
the pressure Chris was putting on 
me,” said winner Miller. “We had a 
good race." Miller lists Motorcycle 
Stuff of St. Pete (Florida) and Newark, 
Ohio's Wimer Cycle along with Tom 
Ikey of Newark as additional spon- 
sors in his program. St. Pete's John 
Ward built the bike. 


National 

The front tire guessing game took 
center stage before the start of the 
National with a number of riders 
hauling out their second choice to 
have it ready should they want to 
change after the warm-up lap. Gra- 
ham didn't waitand went from Pirelli 
to Carlisle before being gridded. Sho- 
bert and Morehead stuck with their 
Pirellis. 

“Tf the track is slick where you're 
planning to run,” said Poovey, “then 
using a Pirelli should give you a bit 
more bite in the middle of the turns. I 
think the low line will be the way to 
go, but you never know. With a good 
drive off the turns or holding the gas 
on a bit longer going in, you can 
pass. I haven't tried the high line." 
Poovey won the recent Harrington 
Half Mile National. 

Other half mile National winners 
in the field included Boody, Filice, 
Goss, Graham, Morehead, Parker, 
Pearson, and Gary and Hank Scott. 
Cornwell was making his first front 
row start in a National while fellow 
Canadian Evans was starting his first 
National of '84 and the second of his 
career. 

While Graham and Parker were 
working the cushion up high in 
turns one/two to their advantage on 
the start, others were having trouble 
getting through traffic. "I almost 

‘went ‘down: between ‘turn one -and 
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turn two when Cornwell tried to get 
the high line and nearly hit me,” said 
Boody. “I got a bad start and things 
got worse when Pearson got sideways 
in front of me and I just about 
stopped to avoid him," said Mertens. 

Graham led lap one with Parker 
taking over on lap two and Graham 
back out front on lap three. Boody 
and then Goss dropped Morehead 
from third to fourth and then to fifth 
by lap four. Shobert, Poovey and Mait- 
land followed over Pearson and Corn- 
well. Gary Scott was having problems. 

“Thad a miss in my engine before it 
fully warmed up so I was trying to 
juggle kicking it into gear for the 
start and keeping up the revs while 
waiting for the light to turn green," 
said Scott. “It didn't work and I got a 
terrible start. For the first five laps I 
was going nowhere." 

Lap six saw the only DNF of the 
race as Hank Scott parked his bike 
disgustedly.“Therear brake just went 
away," said Scott, "and I found out 
about it the hard way as I was charg- 
ing into turn one. Fortunately, I was 
able to keep things on two wheels.” 


Parker shadowed Graham on lap 
six and then moved out front for 
good on lap seven while Boody and 
Goss were trading third behind. 

“The cushion was getting really 
rough," said Graham, "and I finally 
decided I didn't want to take a chance 
on throwing it away trying to stay 
with Scott. I decided to follow him 
when he got by on lap eight and see if 
I could make the low line work.” 

"I was just having fun and really 
working the cushion to my advan- 
tage," said Parker. “It was rough, but 
I didn't mind it at all." 

Meanwhile, Boody's race toward 
the front was put on hold with a blis- 
tered rear tire. "Things were going 
good, but after the tire blistered I 
wasn't getting the traction I needed 
and Randy got by. I decided to hold 
onto fourth and ride a smart race 
from there on."

At the halfway flags, the top five 
were set with Parker leading Gra- 
ham, Goss, Boody and Shobert. There 
was still a lot of racing left. Poovey 
held sixth over Morehead, Maitland, 
Pearson, Cornwell and Gary Scott 
while Evans, Mertens and Filice 
rounded out the field. 

Scott began his move to an even- 
tual sixth place finish in deliberate 
fashion by picking his places to pass 
and taking advantage of mistakes. 

With five laps to go, Goss was 
beginning to move in on second- 
place Graham while Parker shot 
roostertails at the fans lining the 
track from his front running posi- 
tion. Boody and Shobert were a lonely 
fourth and fifth while Pearson, in 
sixth, was beginning to feel some 
heat from Scott as he drew away from 
Cornwell and Maitland, now also 
running with a blistered rear tire. 

Pearson held off Scott until lap 18 
when Scott moved into seventh. On 
the same lap, Graham closed dramati- 
cally on Parker and the race to the 
finish turned into a crowd pleasing 
duel. Graham worked the low line 
for all it was worth, inching closer 
and closer while Parker closed the 
door on all challenges, slicing down 
from his high line in the middle of 
the turns to show his rear tire to 
Graham. 

Graham appeared to have an edge 
as the two hit turn three on the final 
lap, but Parker, with the precision of 
a surgeon, cut the thread of hope 
neatly and was first to the checkered 
flag. 

All eyes turned back past Goss, 
Boody and Shobert to the stalking of 
Poovey by Scott. “Terry was slipping 
just a bit high in the middle of turn 
three and four and that’s where I 
made my move,” said Scott. “I don't 
like waiting until the last lap to do 
something like that, but there wasn't 
any time left." 








, 


"Scott made a good move," said 
Poovey. “He got by me in the only 
place possible. I couldn't hold it 
down on the groove enough to keep 
the door shut." 

Parker, savoring his moment of 
glory, forgot just about everything he 
wanted to say, but did manage to 
regroup and ask announcer Roxy 
Rockwood to talk to someone else. A 
few minutes later he had no trouble 
telling the fans, "I want to take my 
number 11 and saw it in half so I can 
have two Number One plates at the 
end of the year." 

“The points are what really count 
if you're going to win the title and I 
intend to be there at the end of the 
season with Number One," said 
Graham. 

"I went through a lot of hard work 
for third," said Goss. “My first plan 
was to go up top on the start, but 
Ricky and Scott were already there. 
Then I decided to see if I could make 
the low line work and it did. I think 
the fans got a good show considering 
the number of riders and races the 
track had to withstand." e

Yamaha's Rick Johnson nipped Kawasaki's 
Billy Liles by fractions of a second for the 
250cc class overall win as Red Bud Track ’n’ 
Trail hosted the Hallman-sponsored Nation- 


al Motocross. Liles finished just 
inches ahead of Johnson to 
claim the win in moto one, 
then Johnson took a high-speed 
tour to the front of the pack in the 
waning laps of the final moto and 
squeaked to the win over Liles. John- 
son’s teammate, Keith Bowen, posted 
his best National finish to date with 
third overall via a solid 3-3 effort. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward carried away 
his second consecutive win in the 
125cc class, again besting Honda’s 
Johnny O’Mara. Both Ward and 
O'Mara had their share of spills in 
moto one, with O'Mara finally get- 
ting the upper hand. Ward came back 
stronger than ever in the final moto 
and marched on to the win over 
O'Mara. Honda-mounted Erik Kehoe 
topped Yamaha pilot Mike Beier for 
third overall. 

Coming off his win of the Carlsbad 
500cc GP a week ago, Yamaha's Broc 
Glover still looked strong; Honda's 
David Bailey, however, reeled in 
Glover to win moto one, then led

closing moto. Kawasaki's Goat Breker 
occupied the third overall spot as he 
has so many times this year, while 
Floridian Mark Murphy turned in 
consistent 4-4 rides for fourth. 

By virtue of wins in both motos, 
Bailey padded his point lead in the 
Grand National MX Championship 
Series point chase over second place 
Ward, 350 to 343. O'Mara holds third 
with 302.

The Johnny O’Mara/Jeff Ward 
match-up again proved to be a good 
one as the first moto of the day roared 
off in a cloud of dust: O'Mara led 
Ward by inches with Danny Stor- 
beck, Mike Beier and Eric Hall fol- 
lowing. By lap three O'Mara still 
maintained the advantage, with Ward 
a strong second only a few bike- 
lengths behind. 

By lap four, however, the cards fell 
into the lap of Ward: O'Mara took 





what he called a “little crash” and 
Ward railed right on by. Storbeck and 
Beier still trailed — by some 30 seconds 
— with Guy Cooper closing in fifth. 

Ward staked out a six-second 
cushion by lap seven, with O'Mara 
regaining his composure and trim- 
ming the deficit to less than two 
seconds by lap nine. 


Halfway through lap nine, O' Mara 
was back in the driver's seat. “I went 
to stick my left foot out in a berm and 
it just stuck," Ward said later. “I 
ended up twisting my knee a bit and I 
could see Johnny getting away. Since 
it was so late in the moto there wasn't 
much I could do, so I settled into a 
good pace after I remounted and fol- 
lowed O'Mara across the finish line.” 


“Isaw Ward go down as I was clos- 
ing back in on him," said O'Mara. 
“It was all mine the rest of the way.” 
Storbeck, Beier, Cooper and Erik 
Kehoe straggled in minutes later. 

Ward had his left leg wrapped in 
tape before the start of moto two — 
then rocketed away with the lead. ''I 
got a good charge off the gate and 
things looked pretty good,” said Ward, 
“at least until lap three 一 when I got 
to the top of a hill and crashed. I 
dragged the bike down with me and 
managed to keep it running. I thought 
Johnny might catch me.” 

O'Mara, running approximately 
six seconds behind Ward after ''get- 
ung boxed in on the start, coming 
out fifth, and having to use up a 
bunch of energy to get into second," 
immediately lunged toward the fallen 
Ward. But with O'Mara still a few 
seconds behind, Ward motored off 
and began to reconstruct his lead. 
Kehoe, Jim Anderson, Hall and Clay 
Hoenshell jockeyed for position a 
half minute behind the leaders. 

"I kept waiting for Johnny to puta 
good charge on," said Ward, “but he 
never did. I feel I just regrouped very 
well after the fall, and I got it in my 
mind I didn't want him to beat me. It 
worked out really good.” 

Ward led a struggling O'Mara the 
rest of the way, with Kehoe, Ander- 
son, Beier and Hoenshell finishing 
in the next four spots long after the 
dust from Ward and O'Mara had 
settled. 

“This gives me four class wins to 
Johnny's two,’’ Ward said. “If I can 





keep this going the title will be mine!"

He got 
squeezed in and I was right out 
front." Team Tamm's Alan King 
survived for second, with Rick John- 
son, Mark Barnett and Keith Bowen 
in a closely-woven pack behind. 

By the completion of lap one it was 
still Liles by a slim one to two 
seconds over Johnson. Barnett had 
pulled into third, dragging a charg- 
ing Bowen along, with King knocked 
to fifth. Lechien, mired in mid-pack 
in the early shuffling, crashed on lap 
two and recovered quickly; he was up 
to sixth behind King by the end of lap 
three. 

Liles would lose a bit of ground to 
Johnson, then quickly gain it back 
lap after lap. All was well for Liles 
until lap 10 — when Johnson capi- 
talized on a bobble and squirted past 
into the lead. A lap later Liles found 
himself on the ground. 

"I spun right around and looked 
around to see who was coming up 
behind me,” said Liles. “I had a good 
lead over Bowen in third, but then I 
looked ahead and saw Johnson had 
also gone down.” 

By the next lap, Liles was out front 
again as Johnson pressured at every 
corner, never more than a few bike- 
lengths behind. Bowen held a solid 
third over the Barnett/Lechien dice 
over fourth, while King was a distant 
sixth. 

Johnson trimmed the difference to 
mere inches in the final seconds, with 
Liles holding on for the win. Bowen 
moved in even closer to finish a tight 
third, with Barnett, Lechien and King 
following. 

Liles kept up his momentum in 
the start of the final moto, while 
Johnson and Lechien were knee-deep 
in trouble. “I got pushed way to the 
outside," said Lechien, “and a length 
of course markers got wedged in 
between the handlebars and front 
brake cable. I tugged and tugged at 
the rope and finally had to break it to 
get it out, I was dead last by the time I 
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Jeff Ward traded moto wins with Honda's Johnny O'Mara, b 
the overall. Ward leads O'Mara by 12 points in the series. 





was back under power.” 

"I didn't come off the gate well at 
all," said Johnson. “I was about 17th 
into the first turn but by the time I got 
to the next corner I was up to about 
sixth. I passed them in bunches!” 

Kent Howerton immediately filed 
into second behind leader Liles, with 
Team Tamm's John Whelchel and 
Barnett for company. 

By lap five, Liles had cooked to a 
three to four-second lead over Bar- 
nett, Johnson and Bowen. Howerton 
had pulled off the track at the end of 
lap four and retired. 

On lap six things began to get 
interesting: Bowen was charging at 
full tilt with his eyes on teammate 
Johnson. “Ricky's bike was swap- 
ping a bit in the rougher sections,” 
said Bowen “and I made up some 
time on him and I just went on 
around. A little while later I had 
another good line and did the same 
thing to Barnett." 

At that point Liles held a six- 
second lead over Bowen, Barnett and 
Johnson. George Holland was a dis- 
tant fifth, with Lechien another half 
minute behind in sixth. 

Going into lap nine, Liles’ lead 
began to diminish at the rate of about 
a second per lap. “I could feel the rear 
brakes going away,” said Liles, “and 
I had all I could do to keep my pace 
up." Bowen, Barnett and Johnson, 
however, were closer then ever, circu- 
lating the track in wheel-to-wheel 
fashion as they made their progress 
toward the struggling Liles. 

On lap 11, Johnson managed to 
break free — by only inches — of 
Bowen and Barnett, and Liles soon 
found himself dropped back to second. 
“The brakes had totally gone away in 
the rear,” said Liles. “I held them off 
as long as I could, but Johnson 
jammed on around." 

In the final laps, Johnson kept 
Liles at bay while Bowen and Barnett 
mixed it up for third, all four still 
nearly glued together. Johnson pre- 
vailed for the win by less than a 
second over Liles, with Bowen cross- 
ing the finish line third, a hair in 
front of Barnett. Lechien completed 
his drive in fifth over Holland. 

"My mechanic, Cliff Lett, kept me 
informed in the final laps," said 
Johnson, “and I knew what I had to 
do. I was having all kinds of trouble 
with lappers but finally got away 
from Bowen and Barnett. I came up 
on Liles and he went to the inside. I 
squared off and I was on my way. The 
win gives me the lead in the class 
point standings for the first time — 
I'm pretty happy about that.”

fine form at the start of the first moto. 
He hit the first few corners without a 
hitch and blasted down Red Bud's 
drop-away downhill with David Bai- 
ley and his works Honda seemingly 
unable to match the pace. Bailey held 
a solid second over Goat Breker, 
Kenny Keylon and Mark Murphy. 


Through the first five laps Glover 
smoked to a semi-comfortable lead of 
three to four seconds over Bailey, 
while Breker settled into third already 
more than a half minute in arrears. 

By lap six Glover and Bailey were 
still running 1-2, but the gap between 
the two had narrowed considerably: 
Bailey would nip at the rear wheel of 
Glover but could not mount enough 
of a charge to motor around. Breker 
wasallalonein third ahead of Murphy 
while Team Husqvarna's Micky 
Dymond went to work on Keylon in 
an effort to nail down fifth. 


On lap nine Bailey finally got his 
break. “Things were looking good 
up until then," said Glover, “but 
thanks to a bunch of little elves 
(lapped riders) Bailey made up the 
difference and got by me." 

Once out front, Bailey easily took 
command and led Glover the rest of 
the way. Breker, over a half lap behind, 
came through for third over Murphy 
and Dymond. 

"I wasn't trying as hard as I could 
have," said Bailey, because I was just 
not riding well at all. I realized I had 
better get things in gear and caught 
up to Broc at just the right time - 
when lappers were in his way. I man- 
aged to keep him back there after I 


passed, but we'Were still pretty equal - 








on most parts of the track.” 

The balance of power immediately 
swung to Bailey's side in moto two. 
“I was still not riding in top form," 
said Bailey, “but I somehow got the 
holeshot. I didn't know if Broc would 
be able to pass me or not since pass- 
ing was always hard out there.” 

Glover held firm in second while 
Breker again assumed third, with 
Husky's Andy Stacy fourth over 
Murphy. Bailey pulled out to a nine- 
second advantage over Glover by lap 
four, but only two laps later Glover 
was again within a second or two. “I 
just couldn't seem to hook up any- 
where," said Bailey. “I wasn't having 
the best of days, then I had a guy hold 
me up for a half lap and Broc moved 
in closer." 

"Right after I caught Bailey I 
crashed," said Glover. “I tried to pass 
and there were two lappers in the 
way. I tried to go around both Bailey 
and the lappers and then went down.” 
Glover still maintained second and 
Breker third, while Murphy had a 
deadlock on fourth over Stacy. 

Glover took another fall late in lap 
10, after which Bailey cruised home 
for the win. Glover remounted for an 
easy second over Breker, Murphy and 
Stacy. 

“PI take the win," said Bailey, 
“but I hate to win by such a large 
margin. We could use more competi- 
tion in the class. It does give me a 
bigger point lead over Broc, how- 
ever." ®

Spencer on top in 


Yugoslavian GP

RIJEKA, YUGOSLAVIA, JUNE 17 


Head and shoulders above any other 
rider/machine combination on the track, 
World Champion Freddie Spencer and the 
factory Honda V-4 dominated the Yugo- 


slavian GP at Rijeka to further 
cut back on Eddie Lawson's 
point lead. A fourth place fin- 
ish behind the Hondas of 
Spencer, Randy Mamola and Ray- 
mond Roche gave Yamaha's Lawson 
only eight points, leaving Spencer 
just 17 points behind with five races 
to go. 

The only World Championship 
road race still staged in an Eastern 
bloc country, the Yugoslavian GP is 
run on a modern, safe track built in 
the hills overlooking Rijeka, one of 
the country's main ports. It is therac- 
ing circus' only exposure to 
communism during the year, and it 
never fails to shatter a few illusions. 
The supermarkets may be dull and 
sparsely stocked by American stand- 
ards, but when it comes to wheels, the 
Yugoslavians don't do too badly, 
with big BMWs, Kawasakis and 
Suzukis figuring prominently among 
the machines brought to the circuit 
by the 60,000 strong crowd. 

There was free practice before the 
official sessions got going, and 
Spencer's lead over the rest of the 
field was soon evident. Whatever it 
was that wasn't right with the V-4 in 
Austria and Germany has now been 
sorted out, and Freddie showed his 
satisfaction with it by setting unoffi- 
cial times a second or two ahead of 





anyone else. 

It was the same story in the official 
sessions, although Lawson managed 
to keep within a half a second of 
Spencer's times. Spencer was using 
the V-4 exclusively this weekend, 
avoiding the chopping and changing 
between machines which had been a 
feature of practice in France. After his 
flirtation with the four cylinder in 
France, Mamola had decided to stick 
to the three for this weekend, finding 
that 40-minute practice sessions were 
not the ideal opportunity to get to 
know an entirely new machine and 
log a competitive grid time. 

Englánd's Ron Haslam was the 
man who got the chance to ride the 
Honda V-4 this weekend, but he too 
couldn't get to grips with it in the 
limited time available and decided to 
stick with the three he knows for the 
race. 

Honda is probably not so worried 
about the V-4 now that Spencer has 
got it going to his liking, but the way 
in which they have tried to get it 
accepted by Mamola and Haslam in 
less than ideal conditions gives the 
impression that they are keen to get 
race miles on it. If Takazumi Kata- 
yama had been fit he would probably 
be riding a V-4 to give the Honda 
engineers extra feedback, but after he 
fell in practice during his tentative 
comeback in France, there must be a 
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Randy Mamola elected to ride the NS500 triple instead of the NSR500. 





question mark over whether he will 
ride again this season. 

Frenchman Roche, like Mamola, 
is not a factory Honda rider, but as 
the need to take points away from 
Yamaha increases, the difference 
between factory and favored privateer 
diminishes. So Roche was again 
working from pits next to the factory 
bikes with factory engineering advice 
and engines. 

On the Suzuki front, it was more a 
question of who was not in Yugosla- 
via than who was. Franco Uncini, 
Rob McElnea and Boet van Dulmen 
were absent as a result of their crashes 
in France. Uncini is slated to return 
at Assen, van Dulmen might, but 
McElnea, who was thought to have 
been only slightly injured after his 
fall in France, has damaged cartil- 
ages and will be out for some six 
weeks. The depleted Suzuki rans were 
therefore headed by former World 
Champion Barry Sheene, who man- 
aged seventh fastest time. Sheene, 
who has been written off on more 
than one occasion as being over the 
hill, is finding a new sparkle this 
year, and his privateer team is back- 
ing him excellently. 

In the Marlboro Yamaha camp, 
Kel Carruthers was working hard 
during the free practice sessions to 
get rid of the carburetion problem 
which had dogged both team bikes in 
France. He finally succeeded, but it 
became clear as the sessions went on 
that Lawson and teammate Virginio 
Ferrari had another, more serious, 
problem with their tires. 

Rijeka is an abrasive track, and 
heat is always a problem down on the 
Adriatic coast. The combination of 
the two was an obstacle which Dun- 
lop, who provides the team's tires, 
could not surmount. With every lap 
of practice which passed it became 
clear that the compounds available 
were not suited to the track. Far away 
from their home base, in a country 
with less than advanced air freight 
facilities, there was nothing Dunlop 
could do. As he went to the line, Law- 
son was praying fora place in the top 
five. 

It was an extra pressure which 
Lawson could well have done with- 
out. Rijeka marks the start of the 
second half of the season, and it is a 
race which exerts a great deal of pres- 
sure on a championship leader, espe- 
cially an American, for there is no- 
where less like home than Yugoslavia. 
Cut off in a strange environment, the 
six races which constitute the latter 
half of the championship trail look 
as though they go on forever. 

Mamola, who was in the same 
position as Lawson in 1981, knows 
all about it: “The pressure is all on 
Eddie because he has everything to 
lose. Freddie's got it all going his way 
because he's got nothing to lose. 
What Eddie needs to do is to forget 








about the championship; just go out 
to each GP and ride it as if it was one 
single race, with no points attached, 
no nothing. But that's easy to say and 
hard to do.” 

'The pressure on Lawson was not 
reduced when the flag dropped and 
he made another bad start like the 
one he had in France the week before. 
As the Hondas streaked ahead, he was 
again left in mid-field with the diffi- 
cult task of working his way through 
a group of riders which included 
more than a few private Hondas. 
Before therace he had said how many 
of the Honda privateers, no doubt 
eager to remain in the factory's good 
books, tried to make it as hard as pos- 
sible for a red and white Yamaha to 
get past — now he was going to have 
to do just that. 

At the head of the pack, it was 
Mamola who was first into the first 
corner, out-dragging Haslam for once. 
At the end of the first lap it was 
Mamola first, Haslam second, Roche 
third, and Spencer fourth. Lawson 
had caught all the Honda privateers 
unaware on the way round and was 
seventh, but there was still Sheene 
and Didier De Radigues between him 
and the Honda quartet. 

Spencer had no problems getting 
past the three men ahead of him and 
was soon in the lead, with Mamola 
settling into second spot. Lawson's 
tires had not gone away yet, so he was 
able to get ahead of Roche and Has- 
lam to take over third place, but there 
was no way that he could make any 
impression on Mamola or Spencer. 

In past races we have seen a strict 
pecking order establish itself, with 
Spencer ahead, Lawson able to chal- 
lenge him on occasions, Mamola be- 
hind Lawson, and Roche and Has- 
lam as the followers. This time it was 
different; Mamola was in the Lawson 
position, a few seconds behind Spen- 
cer, and Lawson, sliding on every 
bend and unable to use his talents 
and his machine to the utmost, was 
having trouble staying ahead of 
Roche, who had gotten past Haslam 
at the halfway mark and was riding 
with Lawson's Yamaha in his sights. 

With therace two-thirds over, at 21 
laps, the gap between Spencer and 
Mamola was 7.87 seconds, with Law- 
son a further 12.83 seconds back. For 
the moment, it looked as though 
Lawson would at least salvage third 
place, but with four laps to go Law- 
son began to run into backmarker 
traffic and Roche was suddenly on 
his tail. Using the traffic intelligently, 
the French rider was able to get past 
Lawson, who really must have 
thought that the whole world was 
against him. For every gap which 
opened up for Roche, there was one 
which closed for Lawson and at the 
finish line he was over two and a half 
seconds behind Roche.

line over 17-seconds ahead of Mam- 
ola after having run a superb race. 
The Shreveport, Louisiana resident 
controlled things perfectly to ride 
just as he wanted and no faster than 
he needed, despite setting a new lap 
record at just over 100 mph. After the 
race, Spencer was asked if it felt good 
to head a Honda 1-2-3. His reply 
showed where his priorities lie: “T'I 
tell you what feels good — more points! 
That’s the only thing that feels good.” 

Runner-up Mamola wasalso happy, 
with two things in particular. “The 
first thing was beating Eddie, and the 
second was getting into the first turn 
ahead of Ron Haslam — that’s a real 
achievement!” 

Roche, the third place finisher, 
said that his engine was running 
rich, otherwise he thought that he 
could have passed Eddie earlier. 

Lawson didn’t say anthing — which 
speaks of either desperation or 
diplomacy. 

In the 250cc GP, Californian Wayne 
Rainey took an impressive pole posi- 
tion, using his cornering skills to best 
advantage on what is essentially a 
handling circuit. The Team Marl- 
boro Roberts Yamahas are still down 
on power compared with the Yama- 
has used by Carlos Lavado and Chris- 
tian Sarron and the Rotax-powered 
machines of other top runners like 
Manfred Herweh. 

Unfortunately for Rainey, his first 
GP from the pole was marred by his 
old problem, an inability to get a 
good push start, and he was well 
down the field when they came past 
on the first lap. He was not alone, 
however, for other notables making 
bad starts were point leader Sarron 
and Spain’s Sito Pons. 

As Rainey and Sarron started their 
climb through the field it was former 
World Champion Anton Mang who 
took an early lead. After three laps he 
was ousted by reigning title-holder 
Lavado, who started to pull out a 
commanding lead before the front 
end went away, depositing him in a 
cloud of dust on the outside of one of 
the faster corners. True to Lavado 
fashion, he bouced back up unhurt, 
but his race was run. 

It was Mang who inherited the 





lead, closely pressed by his fellow 
German Herweh, and the two opened 
up a wide gap between them and the 
next group, which consisted of Thierry 
Espie, Jacques Cornu, Sarron and 
Rainey. For 18 laps these four battled 
amongst themselves, crossing the line 
four abreast on more than one occa- 
sion. The only casualty was poor 
Espie, whose Chevallier-framed 
Yamaha suffered engine problems 
and then failed just four laps from 
home. 

At the front, Mang and Herweh 
continued their wheel-to-wheel bat- 
tle until Mang had a connecting rod 
bearing go with only two laps left, 
and in the chasing group it was the 
crafty Sarron who got ahead on the 
final lap to take second. Cornu was 
third, and Rainey was fourth after 
suffering from the same sort of Dun- 
lop compound problems which Law- 
son encountered in the 500cc GP. 
With eight points in the bag, Rainey 
now lies seventh in the 250cc point 
standings with 29. 

In the only other race of the day, 
the 80cc GP, Stefan Dorflinger and 
Hubert Abold gave Zundapp the top 
two spots, and they were followed 
home by Derbi-mounted Jorge Mar- 
tinez. Dorflinger crossed the finish 
line nearly 10-seconds ahead of 
Abold. e

Melton wades to 
victory at St. Johns

Husqvarna’s Mike Melton won the St. Johns 
round of the series in high water. Tumultu- 
ous rain began pouring on the 11.8-mile 
course precisely 10 minutes before the first 


wave of riders slid out of the 
start. The precipitation contin- 
ued throughout the three-hour, 
six-lap race, hampering visibil- 
ity and creating enormous mud bogs 
in numerous spots. 


“I like riding in the rain," Melton 
said later in his dry van. “It was chal- 
lenging. The rocks were the real 
problem. I didn't ride too hard with 
all the rocks around. You have to 
mellow out in these conditions. Of 
course, I wouldn't want to run this 
way every weekend." 

Melton didn't slip into his groove 
until the middle of the third lap 
when he passed leader Kevin Hines, 
who was parked at the Husky van. 
After front-running for two full laps 
before dropping back to second in the 
third, Hines called it a day halfway 
through the race, grounded by clutch 
and water pump problems. Melton 
inherited and ran away with the lead,

second to almost six minutes after 
five laps. Melton, the overall and 
Open A winner, ran half hour loops 
with Swiss watch accuracy, finishing 
the soggy effort in 3:04:48. 

“All I had to do was stop for gas," 
said Melton afterward. “The only 
thing I worried about were the water 
crossings. They really started to get 
pretty deep toward the end!” 

Even though Ed Lojak's second 
place overall was good enough for 
first in the 250cc A class, to Lojak 
second wasn't good enough. “I just 
didn't really try hard enough," the 
Husky rider said. “I wasn't into it. I 
didn't like the rocks at all." 

For not trying very hard, Lojak 
charged rather convincingly through 
the pack, making his way from fifth 
to a steady second by the fourth lap. 
At that point, the five-minute gap, 
the incessant rain and the bothersome 
rocks slowed Lojak's surge. “Mike 
rode better than I did, that's all," 
Lojak said. “I didn't know what pace 
to set. in the first lap. and after that I 
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never caught up. Actually there were 
acouple of pretty girls along the trail 
and it kept slowing me down.” 

Aside from Lojak’s humor, there 
were few dry things left for the High 
Mountain Dirt Riders, who organ- 
ized the event for the second year ina 
row. Getting wet wasn't the biggest 
headache though, said third overall 
finisher Fred Hoess. 

“Not being able to see was the 
toughest part of this race," said KTM 
rider Hoess. “My goggles kept get- 
ting fogged so I tossed them after one 
or two laps.”’ Hoess pulled off second 
in the 250cc A class, but mechanical 
and physical hardships didn't make 
it easy. “I got my hand stuck between 
my brush guard and a tree," Hoess 
said, displaying his mangled finger- 
nail. “It hurt but I still had nearly 
two laps to go so I just kept going." 
After winning the 125cc A cham- 
pionship in 1983, Hoess has moved 
up to 250s with surprising ease and 
success. 

"Normally, I like the 125 better for 
this kind of woods,” said Hoess. “But 
with the 250 I can put it in gear and 
forget it. On days like this, that helps. 
I ran this event last year, when it was 
a little shorter, but I got a flat tire. 
When I found out a loop was almost 
12 miles this time I thought itsounded 
long, but once you got out there it 
wasn't bad." 

Hoess was not the only rider to fall 
prey to the course's rough terrain. 
Husky-mounted Mark Hyde took a 
rock in one eye in the first lap and 
motored back to the ambulance team 
as soon as he could. Hyde sat the rest 
of the race out. 

In the 125cc A class, finishers one 
and two came across the line within 
seconds of each other and didn't even 
realize it was that close. Brian Mull 
took advantage of runner-up Randy 
Hawkins' multiple crashes to grab 
the winner's trophy. Third place Barry 
Jeffries and his KTM came in hard on 
the two Husky riders knobbies. Jack 
Penton claimed fourth even after 
dropping out of the amphibious race 
in the fifth lap. 

"I'm just going to try and survive,” 
Penton said before the race. "There's 
going to be more action in the pits 
than on the track in this race.” 

Fourth overall went to Australian 
Geoff Ballard, who rode his strenu- 
ous pace minus a swingarm nut that 
fell off early on. Even though he had 
to keep stopping to make adjustments, 
Ballard stayed on the gas for most of 
the almost three and a half hours it 
took to complete the event. Eventu- 
ally, the Can-Am rider groped his 
way to within 40 seconds of Hoess. 

"It's good when you have someone 
to pace yourself against," Ballard 
said. “With this kind of course, it's 
usually pretty difficult to know how 
far anybody is ahead of you. I even 
got lost on the first loop and fell back 
a bit. ə

World Championship 500cc 
MX Series: Round 7 


Geboers 
perfect in 
Holland

HALLE, HOLLAND, JUNE 17 
Honda’s Eric Geboers started 
the second half of the 500cc 
MX GP season with a warning 
that he could be the dark horse 
of the title chase. He twice beat series 
leader Andre Malherbe into second 
place for a double win at the Dutch 
GP. That leaves him only seven points 
behind third place man Georges Jobe, 
who scored two thirds in Holland, 
and 19 adrift of HHonda's Malherbe. 

Britain's Dave Thorpe (Honda) 
kept his second place in the series, 
taking strong fourth and fifth places 
in the deep sand he hates, but Jobe is 
now only a single point behind him. 

The first leg was a strategist’s 
dream. With local man Bennie Wilken 
getting the 15,000 fans to their feet by 
leading for the first half of the race, 
Kawasaki’s Jobe settled in for an easy 
second and waited for him to tire. 

The inevitable happened and as 
Wilken started his drop to 14th spot, 
Jobe took over at the front looking a 
safe bet for 20 points. 

Nursing a twisted ankle, however, 
the Belgian 250cc World Champion 
took a hard knock when he had to 
dab heavily after catching his rear 
wheel on the second half of a double 
jump and the pain took him off the 
pace. 

Geboers was quick to pick up the 
pieces and pulled away. Malherbe 
and Thorpe followed him past Jobe 
with Malherbe closing to one second 
before Geboers showed he was in 
control to clear away in the last cou- 
ple of laps. 

Jobe wasn’t finished, however, and 
as Malherbe was losing his fight with 
Geboers the Kawasaki man crept up 
on Thorpe to reclaim third, two laps 
from home. 

Geboers also had his strategy 
worked out for the second leg. After 
leading for a couple of laps at the 
start of the race he let Malherbe take 
over and do all the running. But the 
tiny 125cc World Champion was never 
more than a few feet from his team- 
mate’s rear wheel and with three laps 
to go nipped through to deliver a 
killer punch. 

Malherbe is too experienced to give 
up easily, however, and counter- 
attacked on the final circuit. 

"I knew where I could pass, but 
Erik saw me coming and changed his 
line," said Malherbe. “I tried again 
but I hit a back marker and nearly 
crashed.” 

Geboers was jubilant. '"There's a 
long way to go yet and anything can 
happen, but I said at the start of the 
year it would take a few GPs for me to 
settle in to the new class and that’s 
what's happened. I could have won 
in Sweden and Germany but for a 
wheel problem and a fall.” e

Made in U.S.A. 
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DuPont’s plastic 
motorcycle

“All show, no go.” 


Its supposed to be an insult, the ultimate 
ridicule, meant to tell the world that the 
owner of a flashy custom motorcycle has 


traded away his vehicle's func- 
tion for surface glitter. 

But the people at Du Pont 
won't be hurt if you applied 
that phrase to their Hybrid motorcy- 


cle. From its Zytel ST wheels to its 
Kevlar-stiffened semi-monocoque 
frame, from its Rynite carburetor 
bodies to its Imron paint, the silver 
and orange sport bike was designed 
with “all show, no go" in mind. It'sa 
non-running concept vehicle, built 
by Du Pont's Engineering Plastics 
division to show motorcycle designers 
how such materials might work in 
the vehicles they're developing now. 


The Hybrid is not so much an 
expression of current motorcycle de- 
sign as a prediction, from Du Pont's 
admittedly biased point of view, about 
motorcycling construction five or 
more years down the road. It may 
look a bit like Bimota's experimental 
Tesi (both bikes use a 400cc Honda 
V-4 engine), but while the center- 
hub-steering Tesi points the way to 
chassis and suspension changes you 
may see in production soon, the Hy- 
brid's example could alter the very 
materials future motorcyles are made 
from. 

Inall, 19 Du Pont plastics and elas- 
tomers (materials with rubber-like 
qualities) are used on the Hybrid in 
nearly 60 applications. Aside from 
the plastic wheels and composite 
frame, most of the materials are used 
for such mundane bits as radiator 
hoses and spark plug boots. 

“Some of the uses are fully com- 





mercial,” Du Pont spokesman Bill 
Digel said, “others are simply a gleam 
in the designer's eye. But there is not 
any one of them that is impossible; 
they're all reasoned choices.” 

The Kevlar-reinforced frame, for 
example, “certainly is theoretically 
possible," Digel said. The material 
works well in the hulls of ocean- 
going racing boats, and may be per- 
fect in a properly-designated motor- 
cycle frame, “but whether it's practical 
in the near-term is hard to say." 

The Zytel ST used in the Hybrid's 
wheels takes terrific abuse when 
molded into BMX bicycle wheels, 
and it may be quite appropriate for 
motorcycles. But all anyone's sure of 
at the moment is that it'll support the 
Hybrid in a trade-show display. 

Du Pont considered developing the 
Hybrid as a fully-tested machine, but 
decided instead to build it simply as a 
rolling product showcase. It'll be up 
to the designers to test the materials 
to determine whether they're stronger, 
lighter, or cheaper than the metals 
they'll compete against in motorcy- 
cle use. 

Du Pont’s Japanese subsidiary be- 
gan developing the Hybrid more than 
a year ago for display in the 25th 
annual Tokyo motor show last year. 
They hired a Japanese design firm, 
K.K. Dox, to build the machine using 
a mixture of commercially available 
pieces, such as the Honda engine and 
suspension and the Kevlar-reinforced 
final drive belt, and specially-built 
components like the wheels and chas- 
sis. 

Du Pont has done this sort of thing 
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before; its Hybrid cars have been 
shown at auto and trade shows in the 
past. But this was the firm's first use 
of a motorcycle to showcase its pro- 
ducts. According to Digel, it seemed 
sensible to use a motorcycle to attract 
business from Japan's motorcycle 
companies. 

The Hybrid was first shown in the 
United States this Spring at the Design 
Engineering Show in Chicago’s Mc- 
Cormick Place. It was displayed later 
at the Geneva auto show in Switzer- 
land, and is currently appearing at 
trade shows in this country. 

With its full fairing, disappearing 
headlight, and integrated mirror-turn 
signals, the Hybrid is fun to look at. 
“Itsa pretty sexy-looking machine,” 
Digel agreed. “It’s too bad nobody 
makes one like it.” 

With engineering plastics finding 
their way into more and more con- 
sumer products, the image of plastic 
as an inferior material is changing. 








up in high-quality cameras and lenses, 
auto body parts (Pontiac’s Fiero, for 
example), even airplanes. “These ma- 
terials are orders of magnitude bet- 


” 


ter" than the inferior polystyrene 
consumer products that contributed 
to plastic's "cheap junk" reputation, 
Digel said. 

“These materials are not junk by 
any means,” he said. “When they're 
used properly and manufactured pro- 
perly, they can be quite competitive 
with metals. And a final point — 
they don't rust!” 

Du Pont hasn't analyzed the impact 
the Hybrid bike has had on product 
sales, he said, “but there's no doubt 
that we've communicated a good deal 
with it. : 

"Industries tend to move very slow- 
ly, and it might be too soon, only a 
year after its initial showing, to see 
new applications in motorcycles 
stemming from this. In four or five 
years, say, there might be quite a bit 
to talk about.” ; ,,;;-, 65 £ 
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Pat Hennen led a Yamaha sweep of 
the Senior Open GP class at an ACA 
road race at Riverside International 
Raceway, and also rode a Suzuki to 
finish second in the 200cc Production 
race behind John Chermak. 


Adolph Weil scored a controversial 
1-2 overall win on his factory Maico 
at the West German MXGP. The 
controversy came in the second moto, 
where Weil clearly jumped the gate, 
but the race was not red-flagged. 
Most displeased was Suzuki’s Roger 
DeCoster, who finished the first lap 
of that moto in 15th and expecting 
the flag; as aresult he was only able to 
work his way to fifth by moto’s end. 
Second overall went to second-moto 
winner Gerrit Wolsink (Suz), with 
Willi Bauer (Mai) third. American 
Brad Lackey (Hus) put together 
eighth- and seventh-place finishes. 


The Dutch TT at Assen saw Yama- 
ha’s Kenny Roberts make his World 
Road Racing Championship debut 
in the 250cc class. Roberts was third 
in the early going, then broke Mike 
Hailwood’s lap record as he moved in 
to contend with leader Walter Villa 
(H-D). Roberts crashed trying for the 
lead, remounted in second, but witha 
broken fairing he was eventually rele- 
gated to third by Yamaha rider Bruno 
Kneubuhler. In other action Yama- 
ha’s Giacomo Agostini won the 350 
and 500cc classes. 


Yamaha’s Pierre Karsmakers won 
both rounds of the Salt Lake City, 
Utah, round of the Inter-AMA Series. 
Rex Staten put his works Honda into 
second with a 2-4 tally, and CZ fac- 
tory rider Zdenek Velky rounded out 
the winner’s circle with a 4-7. Much 
of the action was off the track when a 
brush fire broke out above the course 
and consumed several cars. 


In a Semi Pro half mile in San Jose, 
California, Bultaco pilot Alan Wood 
defeated Suzuki rider Ricky Graham 
to win the 250cc Expert class. The 
360cc Expert win went to Yamaha 
rider Steve Eklund. And in the 125cc 
Junior ranks, the top three was com- 
prised of Randy Mamola, Gary Caves 
and Rod Spencer; the winner on a 
Yamaha and the runners-up on Suzu- 
kis. 


Suzuki’s Sylvain Geboers won the 
Dutch round of the 250cc World 
Motocross Championship Series. Ge- 
boers won the first moto and finished 
second to CZ’s Jaroslav Falta in the 
other. Second overall, however, went 
to Puch rider Harry Everts with a 
pair of fourths. American Jim Pome- 
roy was on the DNF list with gearbox 
troubles. 


The third round of the AMA National 
Observed Trials Series, held near Seat- 
tle, Washington, fell to Montesa rider 
Marland Whaley. Series points leader 
Don Sweet of New York finished 
second on a Yamaha, with northern 
California’s Steve Darrow third.

You could hardly call it an invasion. After 
all, it was only a single Australian. How 
much damage could one man do? Geoff Bal- 


lard, however, caused 


after he came to the U.S. and 
showed up on the start line at 
enduros, hare scrambles and 
International Six Days Enduro 
(ISDE) qualifiers — and often left 
many of the hotshoes “down under" 
his name in the final results. And he 
finally even quieted even the most 
adamant skeptics by scoring the over- 
all win at the Michigan Three-day 
ISDE Qualifier. 

Ballard, 25, was no stranger to the 
off-road scene when he and girlfriend 
Jenny Scott came to the shores of the 
U.S. early this year. He had already 
competed in and finished five ISDEs 
under the banner of the Australian 
team, with one gold and four silver 
medals to his credit, and he was the 
Australian Enduro Champion in 1982. 

Ballard grew up in the Blue Moun- 
tains of Australia, near the port city 
of Sydney — a place he still calls 
home. “There were a lot of great trail 
areas not far from where I lived," Bal- 
lard said. “I started out riding moto- 
cross and short circuit, which is a lot 
like TT. I had a little Suzuki step- 
through, and spent most of my time 
on the short circuits — we had to run 
trials tires and the course had to have 
at least one right hand turn. Other- 
wise it was like a speedway track. I 
got tired of having to work on the 
motor to get it faster and faster, so I 
switched entirely to motocross at the

club level. 

“I later picked up a Suzuki 370 and 
rode it in motocross we called open 
meetings, which were National-level 
events. I started in the C grade, then 
after a year I bought a Maico. I 
quickly went through the B grade 
and into the A grade. I got sick of 
motocross after another year — I felt 
the crowds were too cutthroat. 


“Then I read an American magazine 
which was about the Six Days in 1977. 
It sounded like a fantastic sort of 
event. It just so happened that was 
the first year Australia sent an official 
team to Six Days, and I went over 
with the team to Czechoslovakia as a 
member of the support team. 


"At that stage, my father was a 
pilot for an international airline, and 
I was able to get rebated or reduced 
air fares to just about anywhere. I was 
still basically in school at that time, 
going to technical college to learn the 
upholstery trade. After that, I got into 
enduros and Six Day riding. I began 
to do pretty well in enduros at home 
in 1978, and I wanted to ride the 
Swedish ISDE. I had enough money 
to get there and back, but I didn't 
have enough money to ride it. So I 
was on the support crew again. 

“I finally got to ride the German 
ISDE in 1979. I started out well, but 
dropped to silver after a flat in a tight 









early on, and finished on silver.” 

In the French ISDE in 1980, the 
world got to see just how fast the 
Aussie could go. "I was doing very 
well in the special tests — I won a few 
of them outright. Then I won the 
final MX test. On day three, I lost 
seven spokes in my rear wheel and 
had to ride conservatively on the 
trail. I replaced them the next morn- 
ing and went on to win a silver 
medal. 

“I have always enjoyed riding in 
Czechoslovakia. In the ISDE there in 
1982, I caught a nail in my tire on the 
first day, along with a lot of other 
riders like Kevin Hines and Jeff Smith. 
I cleared all of the trail times through 
the next five days, which I was pretty 
happy to do since the going was so 
tough. But the nail on the first day 
caused me to get three flats, so I lost 
time on the trail that day. Then I won 
the final speed test. I was only a few 
seconds away from winning the event 
overall if you take away the time I lost 
on the first day. I finished on silver." 


Ballard's stellar performances in 
the ISDE are no fluke. He's spent 
much of his life in Europe — working, 
riding, racing and just plain travel- 
ing. "I went to Germany a few months 
before the Six Days there in 1979, and 
worked in the Maico factory. I also 
got used to riding some of the 
European-type events, like the One- 
day International Qualifiers. 

"After the Six Days, I traveled 
around Europe with some friends, 
one of whom was Jon Davis (co- 
owner of Cycle Nuts & Bolts, a motor- 
cycle accessory store in Clarkston, 
Georgia). He invited me to come over 
to the States, and I did. I borrowed 
$100 from Jon when I got here, then 
went to work for an upholsterer for a 











time. I ended up staying for five 
months, rode some of the Florida 
Winter AMA MX Series events, and 
one enduro.” 

Ballard continued his nomadic 
existence in 1980, when he spent 
most of the year in Europe. “I really 
wanted to do well in the Six Days, so I 
felt it would be good experience to 
ride a lot of the MX tracks over there. 
I wanted to make enough money to at 
least survive on. I went over there and 
threw myself into the deep end as I 
think: about it now. I had no expe- 
rience in what I was doing really, but 
things actually went well. 

“I rode International class MX, 
which is at a level under the GPs. 
Basically, I landed on my feet and 
made enough money to stay in Europe 
through the French ISDE.” 

Ballard stayed in Australia in 1981, 
then went back to Europe in 1982 
with girlfriend Jenny Scott. “At one 
of the first races I went to, I met an 
Australian who had ridden MX in 
Europe for a while. He told me about 
a motor show where I could make 
some money by jumping cars on 
motorcycles. Both Jenny and I resisted 
for a while — I certainly didn't want 
to jump cars, but it would be a way to 
make some money since they would 
pay you $100 for the weekend as well 
as house and feed you. 

“The more I got to know this guy, 
I finally figured out he was the big- 
gest chicken of the bunch; if he was 
up to jumping cars, then I could cer- 
tainly do it. We decided to give it a 
try. It turned out to be a really low- 
key stunt show, and they went around 
to a lot of small villages through 
Europe. We did what they call speed 
jumping — we would start out with 
two cars, then work up to three, four, 
five and then six. There was no ramp 
on the other side, but it wasn't needed. 
I had taken lots of jumps bigger than 
that when I was riding MX in Europe. 

"We'd also jump through hoops 
set on fire. Jenny, too, had a part in 
the show. They would have two girls 
standing on a motorcycle above the 
rider, and Jenny would be the third 
person in a human ladder, standing 
atop the other two girls. Then they 
would put on a show for the crowd. 
The neat little towns we would go to 
was the best part of it all; I never 
knew most of those places even 
existed.” 

Ballard admits he and Jenny had a 

lot of fun that year in Europe, but he 
was actually there for a more serious 
reason. “I rode the European Two- 
Day Qualifiers, which I think of as 
the best experience Tve ever had for 
the ISDE. That year they were really 
tough. I'll put it this way — if they 
were to stack three of those back to 
back to make an ISDE nobody would 
finish. You wouldn't be able to han- 
dle it. But that's why they make them 
harder — to make it good training for 
the ISDE. And they are run under 
stricter rules and the time schedules 
are tight. It rained for two of the 
events, which made it even tougher. 
Much of the trail was rocky. You had 
to work hard every minute of the 
day." 
_ For the most part, Ballard seems to 
enjoy every moment of his travels. 
"In some ways I look at it as how 
much longer I can keep doing it — I 
simply love traveling and seeing the 
world as much as I can. And this is 
about the only way I can afford to do 
it. I've usually been able to break even 
by doing work along the way and 
racing. I've never really made money 
racing, but I've always made enough 
to pay the bills." 

When he is back home. living with 
Jenny in the small house in the 
mountains near Sydney they rent 
from Ballard's father, Ballard keeps 
busy with a variety of activities — 
some of which bring in money. Bal- 





lard has done much of the dirt bike 
testing for Revs, an Australian motor- 
cycle newspaper, and is not afraid to 
sit down at the typewriter to put his 
words on paper. Jenny gets into the 
act too, shooting many of the photo- 
graphs that appear alongside Bal- 
lard’s words in the paper. 

Enduro schools also take up much 
of Ballard’s time. He teaches four or 
five schools each year, each three days 
in length. You might also find him 
putting his upholstery skills to work 
occasionally — usually making fanny 
packs. 

As the athletic type, Ballard is at 
home in many types of sporting activ- 
ities. A popular weekend sport for 
Jenny and Ballard is wind surfing, or 
simply hanging out. at the beach. 
Running is also not out of the ques- 
tion — Ballard often joins older 
brother Paul in 10- to 15-mile foot 
races. Or you might see Ballard and 
many of his enduro/MX buddies in 
one of the aerobics classes that Jenny 
teaches when they are home. 

Since he and Jenny came to the 
U.S. in February, much of his free 
time has been spent at Barry Higgins’ 
H&H Maico — Jenny behind the 
parts counter and Ballard in the shop 
assembling new motorcycles and 
doing service work — at least on the 
days when he’s not on the road to the 
next event. 

“I had ridden against the Ameri- 
cans in the ISDE and always wanted 
to spend a season over here to see how 
they run things. I worked out a deal 
with Can-Am to ride for them here." 

Ballard was quick to point out that 
enduros in Australia are quite differ- 
ent than those run in the U.S. “All 
the enduros back home are run under 
FIM rules — you don't really do any 
timekeeping since they are run much 
like the ISDE Qualifiers over here. 
You would have two special tests — 
usually one cross country test then a 
motocross. When. I try to explain 
how the U.S. enduros are run to one 
of my friends, they think the Ameri- 
cans must be crazy to want to go that 
fast in the really tight woods, trying 
to maintain 24 mph. I thought it was 
crazy at first too, but now I can see it 
can be good fun. I'm also surprised 
how much the terrain varies in the 
US. 

Ballard has created a stir in the off- 
road community after his perform- 
ances in the U.S., and things are 
likely to heat up somewhat now that 
he has been selected as a member of 
the U.S. Vase team for the ISDE in 
Holland. “I came over here hoping to 
do as well as I could, and I didn't 
want to be put on the team for the 
U.S. I had to surrender my Australian 
competition license to compete in the 
U.S. for the year, so there was no way 
I could go back and make the Aus- 
tralian team. I thought there would 
be a chance of that, but I later found 
out that couldn't happen. After I 
started doing pretty well in some of 
the Three-Day Qualifiers over here, 
getting a slot on the U.S. team sounded 
like it might be good. 

"In some ways, Im a bit disap- 
pointed about not getting on the 
Trophy team — after all, I was the 
top 250cc quahfier. But I plan to go 
to: Holland and do my best on the 
Vase team." 

And we fully expect Ballard to feel 
right at home in Holland. “I’ve been 
in Europe for much of the past seven 
years, but even before that I had spent 
a lot of time traveling to various 
countries. I feel comfortable in just 
about any country, even if I can't 
speak the language. That's helped 
me a lot in the ISDE, since I'm able to 
adapt well to just about any condi- 
tions." 

As far as we can see, the wandering 
Aussie is far from ready to settle 
down. e

But is it in the same league with the 
other European bikes? Probably not, 
but then it's not so far off the mark to 
be considered uncompetitive. As it 
comes stock it’s a great trail bike, 
functioning head and shoulders above 
the dual purpose bikes on the dirt. It 
has a friendly motor that puts out 
plenty of grunt for a 250cc mill, but it 
isn’t high strung like some of the 
machines in the class — a nice trait. 

Montesa has been a scarce marque 
in the U.S. over the past several years, 
with their line of trials bikes prob- 
ably the most well known. At home 
in Spain, Montesa riders have taken 
the brand to four consecutive Span- 
ishendurochampionships, 1979 through 
1982. And lest we forget, the Montesa 
V series MXers were a popular item 
in the late 70s. 

There’s still Spanish heritage 
aplenty in the 1984 models. For 
example, look at the motor, which’ 
has the wrinkled cylinder fin design 
that has become a Spanish trademark. 
That heritage also includes the lack 
of primary kick starting. The right- 
side-mounted kick starter works well 
enough in spite of the forward mount- 
ing; it would just be nice to be able to 
start in any gear. As it is, you have to 
search for neutral before kicking away. 

The Spanish Amal carburetor 
seemed to do its job well enough, and 
is equipped with a choke. Starting 
cold or warm was a simple one or 
two-kick affair. 

The frame is crafted from chrome- 
moly steel and painted a bright shade 
of red. It’s basically the same unit 
used for the last several years, with 
the suspension on both ends extended 
to meet longer travel specifications. 
Asa result, ground clearance is a lofty 
15.6 inches and the seat height a tower- 
ing 39, leaving most shorter riders on 
the tips of their toes before motoring 
away. 

A Marzocchi Piffero fork resides up 
front, similar to the unit that graces 
the front of some KTM models, but is 
only 38mm in diameter as opposed to 
the 40mm units on the KTMs. An 
obvious cost-cutting move, the more 
slender version of the fork still offers 
a generous 11 inches of supple travel. 
Air caps are also missing. 

The conventional twin-shock rear 
suspension yields nearly 13 inches of 
travel from the integral reservoir Betor 
shocks. The Betors functioned well, 
and bear a close resemblance to the 
Ohlinsunits used on late model Husq- 
varnas. No problems here. 

Wheels front and rear are gold- 
anodized Akronts, with good Pirelli 
rubber wrapped around both ends — 
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Peseta-pinching 
woods warrior

It seems that myths are often meant to be 
exploded. In this case, we’re talking about 
the one that goes: “European enduro ma- 
chinery costs hundreds of dollars more than 
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the corresponding Japanese 
machine." With the introduc- 
tion of the Montesa Enduro 
250 H7 (as well as its bigger 
brother, the Enduro 360 H7) the 


Spanish manufacturer has blown 


away that myth. The 250 H7 carries a 
suggested retail price of only 288,444 
pesetas or $1,849 — a few hundred 
dollars less than the Kawasaki 
KDX250 (the only Japanese 250cc 
two-stroke enduro bike offered in 
1984) — and anywhere from $800 to 














a worthy combination for tackling 
the woods. Conical hubs are also 
found on each end, with strong drum 
brakes tucked inside. Plenty of sure- 
footed braking power is available 
when in the dry, but the units sharea 
common denominator with many 
other European dirt machines — the 
stopping power rapidly diminishes 
when the brakes get wet and only 
returns after a lengthy dragging 
session. 

The plastic pieces (there isn’t a 
hint of fiberglass to be found) all 
around are well done, all molded in 
white. The front fender is a bit on the 
narrow side, with a design reminiscent 
of a Yamaha unit in use several years 
ago. We especially liked the quick- 
detach gas tank — with the removal 
(without tools) of a pair of rubber 
straps the tank comes right off. Keep 
an eye on the routing of the fuel line; 
ours had a tendency to chafe against 
the upper engine mount and eventu- 
ally developed a leak. A layer of extra 
padding over the tank mounts will 
keep the fuel line safe. 

The seat, too, pops right off with- 
out tools, exposing a tool tray and 
tool kit, with the air filter located 
below. That's all nice, but then you 
have the strap on the seat — fitted for 
the benefit of your passenger — and a 
set of accompanying passenger pegs 
mounted on the swingarm. Maybe 
this is more of a trail bike than a 
pure-bred competition machine. Keep 
in mind the fact that in Spain bikes 
like this are often used as street bikes. 
That explains items like a high/low 
beam switch, etc. 

Then you have a speedometer/ 
odometer with a trip meter that can't 
be reset by tenths of a mile — render- 
ing it useless for an enduro rider. And 
a feeble-sounding electric horn. We 
could go on, but as you can see the 
bike is in a different class than the 
Husky, KTM or Can-Am enduro offer- 
ings. 

As far as riding goes, the 250 H7 
can get through the woods in a hurry 
and do it in a comfortable manner for 
the rider. The suspension does its job 
well and the motor allows you to 
squirt from corner to corner with 
small throttle openings. All seems 
well and good until you get out of 
shape — then the extra weight and 
height can spell trouble. With the 
short wheelbase and sharp steering 
head angle quick maneuvering is 
possible, which may save you in 
some situations, 

But let’s look at the machine for 
what it is: a bargain-priced woods 
bike aimed more at the trail rider 
then the competition-oriented indi- 
vidual. When viewed in that light 
most of the minor shortcomings fade 
away, and you can simply hit the trail 
and have barrels of fun, all the while 
taking delight in the fact you saved a 
bunch of pesetas. ^ ^^^" ^*****

Quarterley

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 16 

Dale Quarterley, the red-headed 
rider out of Massachusetts’ Brock- 
ton Cycles, came away from the 
Laconia Classic Camel Pro Series 
weekend at New Hampshire’s Bryar 
Motorsport Park with a bonus in the 
form of a $1,000 check and a silver lov- 
ing cup with his name engraved on it. 
Quarterley, in a superb come-from- 
behind ride, got that udy sum for fin- 
ishing third in the final series round of 
the three-race Rom Lovil Memorial 
Challenge Road Race Series. 

The California Superbike School 
(CSS)-organized, Kawasaki, Super 
Trapp and Dunlop-sponsored series 
was actually a series within a series 
with the rounds also counting toward 
the seven-race CSS title. The idea 
behind the series is to pit top profes- 
sional riders ina heads-up shoot-out. 
The bikes, supplied by CSS founder 
Keith Code, are Kawasaki GPz550s and 
are prepared identically. A random 
drawing is used to select the bikes for 
the top five in the current Formula 
One, Formula Two and Superbike 
point standings at each series venue. 
The only modification allowed is thata 
rider may change the shifting sequence 
to conform with what he is used to 
running. To equalize the weight of the 
bike and rider with that of the rest of the 
field, lead weights are added to the 
frame member beneath the engine or 
the amount of gas carried in the nearly 
five gallon tanks is increased. Some- 
times a combination of both is used. 

Quarterley’s second place at the open- 
ing round at Riverside came behind 
promoter-seeded Earl Roloff. Quarter- 
ley took an off-course excursion on the 
sixth of eight laps while running second, 
barely missed a beat, and kept on 
charging. 

Quarterley didn’t wait around at 
Road America and split in the final, 
run Saturday after the Superbike race, 
leaving Nick Richichi, Harry Klinz- 
mann and John Bettencourt to follow 
him home. Quarterley’s 2-1 finishes 
easily kept him ahead of challenger 
Bettencourt with 5-4 finishes. 

Quarterley should have been home 
free in the Bryar round after Bettencourt 
broke a wrist in a practice accident and 
didn’t compete, but things didn’t turn 
out that way. Quarterley crashed in 
turn one on the start of the 12-lap, 19.2- 
mile final and spent the remainder of 
the laps slicing through traffic in his 
daring style to come within inches of 
taking second away from Miles Bald- 
win at the finish. Richichi won. 

“There were a lot of things behind 
the Rom Lovil Memorial Challenge 
Series,” said Code. “Rom was the mov- 
ing force behind getting the California 
Superbike School started when he was 
public relations director at Kawasaki. 
What really got the series going after 
his untimely death, was Rom’s mother. 
She knew his involvement in the sport 
and wanted to donate a perpetual trophy 
or something similar to keep his name 
alive. Kawasaki liked the idea and 
added a $1,000 bonus to the top overall 
finisher in three races. 

“The inaugural Rom Lovil Series 
went over very well and we're already 
looking forward to next year," said 
Code. 

"In addition," continued Code, “each 
CSS race pays the winner $700 so there 
isn't too much playing around because 
second place” pays ónly $75. ^^ ~*~" w*

Inappropriate riding 


In reading your responses to my 
recent letter, I fear you miss my point. 
I am not pulling a reverse Kenny 
Roberts in complaining about speed 
differentials from a slower rider's 
point of view, especially during a 
race. I have seen and had tense mo- 
ments passing slower riders and in 
being passed by quicker riders. It 
does sometimes present a problem 
but can be handled safely and effi- 
ciently. What concerns me is unsafe 
or inappropriate riding. These are 
the points: 

1) Practice — This is the place to 
check out the bike, the track, and 
yourself. It is not the place to try to 
knock out fellow competitors by kick- 
ing at them or by running into them 
as actually occured at the mentioned 
race. Actually it isa stupid place to do 
Nus that might cause you to 
all. 

2) Pits — This is another place not 
to be stupid. Sears Point specifies 10 
mph in the pits. Excessive speed in 
the pits is not only dumb but endang- 
ers those who don't choose to take the 
calculated risk of racing (like my six- 
year-old daughters). 

3) Race — This is the place for 
WFO riding. This is the place whére 
money or trophies are won or lost. 
But even here there must be a few 
restraints. If a rider is truly unsafe, if 
he refuses to obey flags, or if he has a 
serious mechanical fault like an oil 
leak then he should be black flagged. 
Also if a really dangerous on-track 
problem exists then the race should 
be stopped 

If we're looking for solutions to 
racing problems, let's discuss these 
and let's not get into a fast-slow per- 
sonality hassle. Afterall, how could 
we appreciate the artistry of a Kenny- 
Freddie duel if we all had the same 
speed and ability?

As a representative of the whole 
state of California, how can you 
increase the wilderness bill to include 
1.69 million acres without distribut- 
ing maps to your local constituents?

The definition used for 
the wilderness bill changes day to 
day. Webster defines it as “an uncul- 
tivated, uninhabited region; waste.” 

My understanding of the bill is 
that blacktop is the final boundary. 
How can other things like power 
lines, ORV trails, hiking trails, and 
jeep trails be overlooked when con- 
sidering if an area has wilderness 
potential? How can a proper approach 
towards wilderness areas be taken 
without letting the United States 
Forestry Service know what part of 
their land is wilderness and what is 
not? 

Iam personally concerned with the 
boundary of the Manchesna Moun- 
tain Wilderness area. The Santa Lucia 
District Rangers of the United States 
Forestry Service are not sure where 
the wilderness area ends. Pine Moun- 
tain ORV (16E01) is the prettiest and 
the longest trail available in the Pozo 
area of the Los Padres National Forest. 
With this trail deleted from the area it 
would put riders in more danger due 





to the further crowding of an already 
crowded ORV area.

Novices vs. Experts 


I would like to add my apprecia- 
tion for John Ulrich's joining the 
Cycle News staff. The paper is better! 
His forums, and insight into racing 
(dues paid and it shows), add an 
exciting dimension, and I like it 
better. 

I would also like to comment on 
the slow/fast Novice/Expert mixes 
that occur at road races. I have just 
switched from being an Expert dirt 
tracker to AFM road racing. The 
AFM events are fun, and the guys at 
AFM North (my area) really try to 
make racing safe and fun. It’s a given 
fact that any contest of speed can be 
dangerous, but the mixing of riders 
with no racing skill, (not to be con- 
fused with being fast), and Experts, 
(or OK riders), is of such potential 
danger that I am surprised that the 
AFM has allowed this mix to occur 
this long. It is clearly time to take 
action. 

Novices (new riders) should no 
longer be allowed on the track with 
Experts. That includes practice and 
races. I doubt the Experts would 
mind not having to lap a group of 
riders who are 30 mph slower at a 
critical point usually acouple of laps 
from the end, and I'm sure the Novi- 
ces won't mind not having to be in 
the way! 

Dirt tracking doesn't allow this 
practice except in short track, where 
speed differential is not cataclysmic. 
Sure, it isa change, and many people 
are resistant to change, and it will 
require that a new class be run for 
Novices (they could all run together, 
broken down on the grid by engine 
size only), and it may not solve all of 
the problems, but it is a start, and it is 
in the direction of safety. 

To eliminate massive speed differ- 
entials within the Expert classes, the 
fastest rider should be timed during 
practice, and riders that are more 
than 15 seconds per lap slc wer, should 
not be allowed to ride (that time dif- 
ferential could be adjusted). If you 
are not fast enough to be competitive, 
go home and do more homework. 
The fans will benefit, and so will 
safety, and it should be an incentive 
to go faster and try harder, since in 
some races there are no heats to 
separate the very slow from the win- 
ners.

Budweiser’s ‘Flyin’ Mike" 
Faria put together five aces in 
preliminary scratch heats then 
went on for the number one 


spot in the Scratch main to become 
Arizona State Speedway Champion. 
Just one point down at the end of the 
heats was bionicman Dave DeTemple, 
who had beaten everybody except 
Faria in the heat races. Third place 
qualifier for the main was Ed Castro, 
having fallen to second in two races, 
once behind Faria and once behind 
DeTemple. 

Gene Woods, the 7-Up man, had 
earned 10 points to get into the num- 
ber four spot for the Main but so had 
Mark Dwyer. Woods got part of his 
10 points by winning Race 14 over 
Cary Faas, who had blown an engine 
earlier and was riding Woods’ spare 
bike. Faas led race 14 most of the way, 
but Woods — who had good power 
on the straights plus the right outside 
moves in the corners — passed Faas 
coming out of the last turn to the 
checkers, thus winning the closest 
race of the evening. In the four-lap 
run-off, Woods outlasted Mark Dwyer 
for a spot in the main. 

As the gate popped up in the main, 
all four riders looked like they were 
piloting one very squirrelly eight- 
wheel machine through the first turn, 
around the back stretch and into the 
second curve. Then Castro caught 
traction a little sooner than Woods, 
setting Woods down very hard on the 
dirt and taking out DeTemple in the 
process. Faria, the only rider to escape 
the crash, was flagged to a stop so the 
main could be restarted. Castro caused 
the red flag and got an automatic 
fourth-place finish, and Woods was 
unable to ride, so was automatically 
awarded third. 

After the remaining two bikes were 
restarted for the main, DeTemple 
made an aggressive run at Faria but 
suffered engine problems. Showing 
real sportsmanship, DeTemple coast- 
ed to the finish line and handed Faria 
the checkered flag for his victory lap.

Larry McBride escaped injury in

Charlie Barkman maneuvered 
his KTM around a slick, choppy 
track to win the Expert main at 
Sidewinders TT.

Supply/Simpson Triumph 750. Terry 
Wahl (Chris Wahl Jr./Simpson C-A) 
topped the Junior main event over 
Chris Fitzhugh (Seattle Hon). Randy 
Roose (BBRP/Olson Auto Body Hon) 
topped the exciting Novice main, 
beating Marty Zirbel. 

The Novice main 一 and the entire 
evening — was plagued by massive 
pile-ups on the rougher-than-ever 
track. T'wo inches of rain fell the day 
before but the nearly 80? heat dried it 
out. A tricky drainage ditch at the 
crest of the T T's hill caused havoc for 
many riders and Jack “Bugsy” Booth 
(H-D) was the first to hit one of the 
choppy ruts and lose control as Roose 
led.

Polesitter Fitzhugh grabbed the 
lead at the start of the 12-lap Junior 
main event with Wahl gunning for 
the lead out of turn one followed by 
Frank Crane Jr., Bob Moran (H-D), 
and Tim Stults (Suz). Fitzhugh and 
Wahl disappeared from sight of the 
third-placed rider, which was Crane 
until he hit a nasty rut, bailed off and 
moved Moran and Dan McDonnell 
(Hon) up a notch.

Gene Brown, fearing a bor- 
ing weekend, smuggled a Yamaha 
RZ500 across the Canadian border 
and told everyone he was going to 
run it in 600cc Production. A surly 
mob of 600cc Production racers was 
milling around at the protest win- 
dow before Brown even got to the 
track, so he gracefully entered it in 
600cc Cafe. “Nice little street bike,” 
Brown said of the RZ. 

Best race of the day was probably 
the first heat of 750cc Production, 
featuring Jeff Morrow on a 750 Honda 
Interceptor and Mike Johnson on a 
500 same. Morrow had on the wrong 
rear tire and couldn’t use the bike’s 
mid-range. 

“What a nightmare in the first 
heat,” Morrow said. “Mike had a big 
advantage in braking because of the 





weight difference, and I couldn’t get 
drive out of corners because of the 
damn tire. Plus there’s not as much 
top end difference as you might think 
and he drafted me down both straights. 
Mike oughta chip in and pay for 
some of my gas." Johnson, in fact, 
won the first heat, but Morrow decided 
this nonsense had gone far enough, 
changed rear tires and won the second 
heat handily.

Howard zaps

Free entries and $1000 in con- 
tingencies drew over 300 riders 
to Corona Raceway for Rider 
Appreciation Night. Answer 
Products, Malcolm Smith Products, 
Oakley, and Sports Tracks teamed up 
to sponsor the event, and riders over- 
filled the pit area as well as the start- 
ing lines. Each moto was a four-lap 
dash to accommodate the longer sche- 
dule and still get it done before the 11 
p.m. deadline. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
moto of the 250 Novice Division I 
class, Honda-mounted Todd Kordich 
led a 14-rider pack through the first 
turn. Mike Howard (Yam) and Rob 
Dunham (Full Link/Suz) followed. 
On the second lap Yamaha-mounted 
Kon Baur moved in behind Dunham 
who held third behind Howard and 
Kordich and the top four proceeded 
to race around for the remainder of 
the lap within a few bikelengths of 
each other. On the following circuit 
both Howard and Dunham slipped 
by Kordich, and Baur dropped him to 
fourth win a mid-air pass seconds 
later.

Dunlop Tire & Rubber Corpo 
ration has filed suit in the Uni 
ted States Federal District Court 
in Tampa, Florida against Lie 
Shin Tire Company, Ltd., a Taiwa 
nese manufacturer of motorcycle tires, 
and Rebel International, Inc., a Clear 
water, Florida importer of such tires] 
The suit contends that Lien Shin and 
Rebel have unlawfully copied and 
simulated Dunlop's popular K291 
Touring Elite and K391 Sport Elite 
motorcycle tires. Dunlop’s K291 
Touring Elite tires are original equip: 
ment on large displacement motor- 
cycle replacement tires in the United 
States. Dunlop’s K391 Sport Elite, 
which has a similar tread design to 
the K291, has received wide acceptance] 
in the sport motorcycle tire market. 
The tread designs of both tires are| 
highly distinctive and well-known to 
motorcycle enthusiasts. 

Dunlop's suit alleges that Lie 
Shin and Rebel have falsely desig 
nated the origin of their products 
have committed unfair competition, 
have injured Dunlop's business rep- 
utation and diluted its goodwill con 
trary to Florida law, and have in- 
fringed three of Dunlop’s patents, 
Dunlop seeks injunctive relief, trebled 
and exemplary damages, and attor- 
ney’s fees. 

The Court papers disclose that 
Dunlop has tested several sets of the 
Lien Shin copies of the Dunlop tires, 
both in laboratory and on test tracks, 
and found the Lien Shin copies to be 
inferior in both mileage and perfor- 
mance, in every category which Dun- 
lop considers significant.
